1. ‘he east side of the Daligow (NS3/Z 45) airbase borders on Berlin/Staaken 
(53/2 65). * One kilometer west of the vase is the settlement, Dallgow. 
The northern boundary of the airbase passes along the Wugtermark-Spandau~ 
West railroad tracks (see Attachment A). 


2, The following units were stationed at the base after September 1919, and 
as late as March 1950: 


a. One Fighter Aviation Regiment of the Fighter Division, the HQ and two 
regiments of which were stationed on Ruegen Island (1b5/P 65).**Prior 
to September 199 this regiment was stationed at Schoenewalde (N52/E 77). 
b. One Avio-Technical Battalion, servicing the fighter regiment. 
c, One Air Transport Regiment, with Douglas-type planes.

e. Air Transport Regiment's PARM, for maintenance of Douglas-type planes.
